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The reply filed on 2/05/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicants response to the restriction 
mailed 10/01/03 is not fully responsive since applicant has elected a Sequence (SEQ ID 
NO: 3) which corresponds to the restriction group IV while electing Group III. It is noted 
that applicant has traversed the restriction between groups III and IV by indicating that 
IXa and IX are not different gene products, but are instead a gene product and a 
truncate thereof. It is the position of the examiner that the different aptamer targets are 
different proteins in terms of structure and function where it is not apparent that an 
aptamer that binds and inhibits one would be expected to bind and inhibit the other 
since, for example they have different structures. It is also noted that there is no 
indication, for example that the aptamers of IX would function to inhibit IXa, for example. 
If applicant were to provide argument or evidence that aptamers of IXa would inhibit IX 
and vice versa it would be taken into consideration. It is noted that the restriction 
requirement of 10/01/03 required the election of a sequence that corresponds to the 
elected invention (see page 7 of the restriction). It is also noted that SEQ ID NO: 70 
appears to be SEQ ID NO;3 with modifications. If the base sequence of Various SEQ 
Ids are the same and only contain variations based on chemical modifications, those 
sequemnces would be examined together. It is noted that applicant asserts that the 
election of a particular sequence is a species election and applicant appears to make an 
election based on a condition that this is the case. It is clearly stated at page 6 of the 
restriction that the Sequence restriction is a further restriction of the different inventions. 
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The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final 
rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwerand 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
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dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
